Music iN CanacIa 


by Olaf Sveen 

University of Toronto Press has 
published the “Encyclopedia of 
Music in Canada”, a book many 
Canadians have been waiting a 
long time for. It is a big book, with 
more than 3,100 articles, 150 cross 
references, and 500 illustrations. 

And it is about the first book of 
its kind that I have seen that tells 
about the accordion. Grove’s Dic¬ 
tionary of Music, with about nine 
million words in ten volumes, has 
about sixty words on the accor¬ 
dion, and as far as I can tell, does 
not mention one accordion player. 

But “Encyclopedia of Music in 
Canada” has discovered the accor¬ 
dion! Not only does it have a fairly 
long article about the accordion 
itself, but it mentions several 
players across Canada. I am 
especially thankful because they 
have managed to write a little 
biography about yours truly, 
because it gives me a fairly perma¬ 
nent place in the music of Canada. 
They have misspelled the name of 
my birthplace in Norway - it is Sur- 
nadal and they call it Surndal - but 
even that is not too bad since Surn¬ 
dal is the way we pronounce it. 

The book also has articles head¬ 
ed ‘Iceland’, ‘Finland’, ‘Denmark’, 
‘Norway’ and ‘Sweden’ which 
outline the connection in music 
between Canada and the different 
Scandinavian countries. In the sec¬ 


tion about Norway, they start by 
telling us that the Vikings were the 
first North American settlers, and 
also that about the first European 
player of note to appear in Canada 
was the great Norwegian violinist, 
Ole Bull who performed in Toronto 
in 1844. There have been great 
changes in Toronto since that time. 
According to my sources the 
population of Toronto ten years 
earlier was about nine thousand 
and probably was not that much 
greater ten years later, maybe 
about the size of Belvedere Com¬ 
munity where I live. And I am sure 
the airport has been modernized 
since that time. 

It also says in that same article 
that the accordionist-composer 
Olaf Sveen settled in Canada in 
1954. Eva says that by that time we 
were married and had two children, 
but I try to explain to her that peo¬ 
ple who write encyclopedias of 
music don’t have time to bother 
with trifles. 

In the article about Sweden we 
find that my good friends and ac¬ 
cordion players, Edwin Erickson 
and Agnar Tollefsen, have used 
Swedish themes and forms in their 
compositions. 

With a work like “Encyclopedia 
of Music in Canada”, we realize 
that we have our own music and 
musicians, and that this country is 
coming of age.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
SCANDINAVIAN CENTRE CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATION LIMITED 
December 31, 1981 

NOTE A -SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

Properly and Equipment: Property and equipment are recorded at cost. Furniture and fixtures are depreciated 
on the straight-line method at the rate of 10% per annum. 

NOTE B-LAND HELD FOR RESALE 

Land held for resale has been written down to estimated net realizable value based on net proceeds received 
upon its subsequent sale in February 1982. 

NOTE C-SHARE CAPITAL 

Ordinary Shares: During the year the Association issued 65 shares for cash consideration and redeemed 9 
shares at par. 

Preferred Shares: The Association amended its authorized capital to create $4,000 5% non-cumulative prefer¬ 
red shares with a par value of $1.00 each. The directors of the Association have established the redemption 
amount of the preferred shares at $400. Holders of ordinary shares were entitled to subscribe for one prefer¬ 
red share for each ordinary share held. To December 31, 1981, 1,028 subscriptions had been received. 

NOTE D-INCOMES TAXES 

Income taxes have not been provided on the gain on disposal of land and buildings, because the Association 
intends to replace its facilities and deferred income taxes otherwise payable under applicable provisions of 
the Income Tax Act. 

ACCOUNTANTS’ REPORT ON OTHER FINANCIAL INFORMATION 

The audited financial statements and our report thereon are presented in the preceding section of this report. 
The financial information presented in the following section was derived from the accounting records tested 
by us as part of the audit procedures followed in our examination of the accounts and, in our opinion it is fair¬ 
ly presented in ail material respects in relation to the financial statement taken as a whole: however, it is not 
necessary for a fair presentation of the financial position, results of operations and changes in financial posi¬ 
tion of the Association.

2 large chicken breasts cut in 
half, or 4 legs 

1 leek 
1 carrot 
1 celery stalk

Salt
